Dr. Braverman Speaks to Clubs 


Middle East, Arab-Israel conflict, 
Suez, all topics of national concern, 
have been discussed by Dr. How- 
ard Braverman in his recent ap- 
pearances at various clubs and or- 
ganizations in Salinas. 

Dr. Braverman, of the Hartnell 
social science department, spoke to 
the Men’s Club, Methodist Church, 
B’nai_ Brith, International Rela- 
tions section of the League of 
Women Voters, and the Business 
and Professional Women’s Club 
about the various troubled spots 
in the world today. 

In his talk on the Middle East, 
Dr. Braverman emphasized the im- 
portance of the area to the United 
States because of its vast oil re- 
serves and its susceptibility to Soviet 
penetration. “The United States 
must have a far-sighted policy of 
economic assistance and _ broad 
social reform to make communism 
less attractive to the people in the 
Middle East,” stated Dr. Braver- 
man in his lecture. 

The Arab-Israel conflict presents 
a situation where Israel, a modern 
industrial state, is a contrasting 
force to neighboring Arabia, an un- 
developed state. Dr. Braverman 
said the Arabs question why 
their standard of living cannot be 
equivalent to Israel when they con- 
trol more natural - resources than 
Israel. : 
The Suez Problem 

Dr. Braverman expressed the fact 
that the United States has a dual 
role in the Suez situation. Ameri- 
cans should. support... some. type 
of inter-control program ~ which 
guarantees unlimited passage to 
ships from all nations. And at the 
same time, United States should 
recognize Egypt's rights to royalties. 

The attempt that Britain and 


France made in seizing the Suez 
Canal was sibploapinesy to Western 


unity. 
Baciground 

Dr. Braverman received his B.A. 
degree from Brooklyn College, 
where he taught before coming to 
Hartnell. He earned his M.A. and 
Ph. D. degrees from Duke Uni- 
versity. Dr. Braverman has - been 
on the faculty staff at Marietta 
college, Long Island University 
and the University of Maryland. 

In 1952 Dr. Braverman wrote 
“The Economic ‘and _ Political 
Background of the Conservative 
Revolt,” published in the Virginia 
Magazine of History and _ Biog- 
raphy. He was the author of “Cal- 
vin H. Wiley’s “North Carolina 
Reader,” which appeared in the 
North Carolina Historical Review 
in 1953.

The “Battery” for Dec. 9, 1941, 
the forerunner of the Panther 
Sentinel, reports the dedication of 
the “great stone panther,” a gift of 
the Sophomore class of 1940 to the 
class of ’41. 

Our campus symbol was once the 
heart of .a 14-ton piece of black 
granite that had lain for countless 
ages high in the peaks of the 
rugged Sierras. 

Few people recognize our “great 
panther’ as a masterpiece of art 
that had national recognition. 

The panther was a Fedewal Arts 
project of the Works Progress 
Administration. 

How It Happened 

Richard Werner, our former col- 
lege president and now a high 
official in the dairy industry in 
Washington, is credited with the 
acquisition of our symbol.
